Antenne thickening towards the upper part and 
generally terminating in a knob. 

Wings (when fitting) erect and meeting upwards. 
(Flight diurnal.) 


SPECIFIC CHARACTER, 
Caudated black BUTTERFLY, with the difc 


of the wings unequally radiated with blue, 
with a round fpot of black: the lower wings 
marked by a row of blue crefcents round the 
margin.
